Case Competition will be held at Concordia University's Henry F. Hall Building, 
1455 de Maisonneuve Boulevard West, from Thursday January 24th to Saturday 
January 26th, 1985. 


The competition, which is co-ordinated by the Faculty of Commerce and 
Administration, will bring top M.B.A. students from 18 Canadian universities to 
Montréal to compete for the Concordia Cup and to interact with senior 


Montréal business executives. 


The event began in 1981 with only a few Québec business schools, but now 
includes universities from coast to coast, from the University of British 


Columbia in Vancouver to Memorial University in St. John's. 


The competition's principal purposes are (i) to develop stronger links 
between the students and faculty of Canada's business schools and the business 
community, and (ii) to challenge students! training and talents by exposing them 


to the critical appraisal of senior business executives. 


More than 70 business leaders (see the attached list) from Montréal-area 
companies will act as judges during the four rounds of the competition. Each 
round will see competing teams present written and oral analysis of cases which 


describe real and complex business problems. 
The competition is open to the public and everyone is welcome to attend.
